New Tonk. November 20.—Mark Twain, in dress 
suit, received the correspondent of the Post-Dm- 
| PaTOR yesterday in a waiting room at 
Hall.

“Ah, you are cruel,” he said, with an air of utter 
sadness, to attempt to interview a man just at the 
moment when he needs to feel good. You've got to

Lou are temp address yourself 
solely to him. I've tried that experiment. Some- 
times it is dangerous.

His is a 
grave and serious business, however it might strike 
the audience. His demeanor should be grave and 
serious.

The suit for breach of promise brought by Miss 
Fortescue, the actress, against Lord Garmoyle, the 
oldest son of Earl Cairns, was begun to-day. The 
eourt-room was crowded with the leaders of fash- 
ionable society and stage celebrities. Lord Gar- 
moyte was not present. Charles Russell, in open- 
ing the case for the plaintiff. spoke in high praise 
of the fair htigant. Sir Henry James, Attorney 
General. who apeared for the defendant, stated 
that he was willing to accept a verdict of £10,010 
damages against his client. Sir Charles Russel! 


said the defendant admitted the promise 
to marry piai:tiff and breaking the pro 
mise without justifiable caiise. “Miss 


Fortescue.’ he continued, “was educated as a iady, 
but in consequence of her father's failure in business 
had adopted stage life in order to support her 
mother and ssters. Her salary at the Savoy 
Theater was three guineas a week at flrat. and later 
twice that sum. She made the acquaintance of 
Lord Garmoyle in society ate in the year 1882. The 
acquaintance ripened into mutual regard 
and. intimacy, and in July. 1883, Lord 
Garmoyle made a proposal of marriage. Miss For- 
tescue accepted the proposal and at once informed 
her mother. At this lady's request Lord Gar- 
morle likewise informed his father, Earl 
Cairns, of the step which he hed taken. The Ear 
gave expression to cordial. but guarded 
approval of his son's course, and wrote 
0 Miss Fortescue, saying tat his 
only desire in the matter was his son's happiness 
Miss Fortescue at once replied to ber prospect ve 
father-in-law, assuring him that her one and only 
wish was to make Lord Garmoyle happy. A little 
after this Lord Garmovle saw his father, and his 
father at that time, while saying he won d not h m- 
self have made such a choice, gave his consent to 
the union. 

On July 20. 1883, Lord Garmoyle wrote a letter to 
Miss Fortescue, in which he stated that 
Earl Cairns thought he was doing 
a sensible thing to get married. Shortly after. with 
Lord Garmoyle's consent; a paragraph was pub 
jished announcing the engagement, and Miss For- 
tescue becams thereupon the recipient of kindly 
letters from members of Lord Garmoyle’s family. 
Some time in August of the same year Lord Gar 
moy e told his betrothed that his family held very 
strong views in regard to theater and stage life 
They thought the actor's profession was not only 
fulb of peril but ungodly and profane.

Morehouse ran behind 
Cleveland 3.078 votes, while McGrath ran ahead of 
Cleveland 479, leading the whole ticket. There was 
no Prohibition candidates running in the race for 
Secretary of State, and hence a very simple calcu- 
lation will show that Brooks’ 10,426 votes added to 
McGrath as inst Dixon would not be enough to 
account for his majority by nearly 20,000. As a 
matter of fact an addition of the votes for each of- 
fice shows that there were 441,067 votes cast for the 
Presidency, 441,589 for the Lieutenant-Governor- 
ship, 441,451 for the candidates for Secretary 
of State, and but 487,250 for 
the three gubernatorial candidates. 
In other words,4,839 people who voted for other can- 
didates did not vote at all for Governor. Over 5,000 
of those who voted for Ford voted for Cleveland and 
for the rest of the State ticket. Dixon’s vote against 
McGrath showed that but 1,834 of the Brooks vote 
attached itself to the Fusion candidates ultimately. 
Morehouse’s vote for the Lieutenant-Governorship 
is equal to Marmaduke’s whole vote of 218,885, plus 
the 4,339 who did not vote for Governor, 
lus the difference of 4,790 between 
ord and Starkloff, plus the difference of 4,897 be- 
tween Brooks and -Eshbaugh. Adding these 
amounts together, the result, 232,911 votes, which is 
exactly to an iota the amount received by More- 
house. This shows by an exact arithmetical opera- 
tion what became of the Fusion and Prohibition 
vote lost by Starkloff and Eshbaugh. All of it went 
to Morehouse. None went to Starkloff from Esh- 
baugh, and none from Eshbaugh to Starkioff.

What He Wants. 

The New Mexico delegation to the Cattle Conven- 
tion are not so much interested in the “trail” ques- 
tion as the leasing of the public lands and increas- 
ing the water supply of their Territory. Mr. Chas. 
B. Eddy of the firm of Eddy Bros. & Bissel, who 
conducts the New Mexico interests of the firm, was 
seen at the Southern Hotel this morning by a Post- 
DisPaTcH reporter, and in the conversation said: “I 
think there is very little, if anything new, that can 
be said about the convention and its objects. Your 
paper bas pretty thoroughly covered the 
entire ground and it but remains for the 
convention to pass the resolutions 
already proposed.” 

Will the supposed trail benefit the New Mexico 
cattle men to any great extent?” 

Well. not so much as the Texas and Colorado 
men, though of course we should like to see it es- 
tablished.
